-At 
that time it was estimated that 
12 million square miles of land 
were crushed under the gla- 
ciers. In vast. areas the ice 
was two to three miles thick. 


This most recent Ice Age 
began to lose its grip about 


years ago, the ice was with 
drawing from the region of 
the Great Lakes. New Eng- 
land was freed from the icy 
grip about 28,000 years ago.

More and more. since. the 
inter-municipal-ceqmmittee-was 
established on a forma! basis a 
year ago, the various councils 
have referred broad, and some- 
times narrow, problems to this 
committee.
